President Hoover's retreat from his program of picking Federal Judges with- 
out respect to poiitics is likely to encourage other Republican Senators to lead 
a new cffensive for approval of their political recommendations.

of Kansas, as a United States District 
Judge for Kansas, represents a more 
severe reversal of policy by the White 
House than any other patronage choice 
thus far, not excepting the appoint- 
ment of Albert Watson of Scranton, for 
the Middle Pennsylvania judgeship, 
Confirmation of Watson now is under 
fire in tne Scnate. His unfitness for 
the Federal bench is being asserted at 
public hearings, by the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Judiicary. 

Attorney Genere: Mitchell refused 
flatly to approve the selection of Hop- 
Kins for the Kensas post. Senators 
Allen and Capper of Kansas declined to 
sanction a other choice. The con- 
troversy ran along for five or six weeks 
with both sides standing pat. In the 
end the President sacrificed the prin- 
cople he announced early in his Ad- 
ministration: He ove.swed his Attor- 
ney Generul. 

The Hoover policy vas to give Attor- 
ney General Mitchell a free hand in 
the selection of men of outstanding 
ability for the Federal bench instead 


' of adhering to the old practice of 


making strictly political appointments. 
Mr. Hoover so acted in his choice of 
Judges in a number of States, inelud- 
ing New York, where the Republican 
organization was ignored. 
PENNSYLVANIA CAUSES BREAK 


The first break came when Senator 
David A. Reed and Mrs. Worthington

Human life is the cheapest thing on 


earth to the fellaheen. Some Arabs, 


in Jerusalem have some'pretense of 
culture, It consists mostly in being 
able to speak French, but it is noth- 
ing more than a slight veneer. The 
overwhelming mass of Arab peasants 
and Bedouins are just a mob of 
primitive, superstitious desert folk, 
cunning, easily excited and worked 
up into a ferocious fanaticism. And, 
of course, they are hungry and desti- 
tute and filthy beyona imagining. 
By no means do the people sit 
around conference tables and talk 
constitutions and democratic govern- 
ment. That sort of thing can only 
come in a hundred years of progress 
and anlightenment.
